The Espionage Section has been giving considerable 
thought as to how "better coverage might he obtained of meetings 
had "by subjects of our investigations with confidential inform 
ants or other Bureau contacts. In this connection, one vital 
weakness in such meetings is the natural inability of the con- 
fidential informant or contact to remember every detail of the 
conversation and otherwise which may have passed between the subject and 
himself* Such a problem presents itself in many of our major cases 
today and it is feared that much valuable information is lost, not through 
the inefficiency of our informants or contacts but through the human 
impossibility of remembering every detail of a meeting of any lengthy 
period of time* 

It is recommended that immediate consideration be given by 
the Technical Laboratory to arranging for the installation and proper 
operation of a^aidaphone Hecordin^detect-O-Phone and a portable 
transmitting set and receiver to be used by the confidential informants 
in four of our major espionage case§ when these informants are in the 
presence of subjects of the re spective invest igations* The informants

The possibilities of this equipment as an asset^ri-JS^esti^- 
tions were particularly brought out during the recent i|£Y£Stlgation of 




the Japanese case entitled "ItaruV^chibana, with alia&es;*ET AL; 
Espionage (J)". In this case, th^portable transmittirigljradio &et?i^s 
concealed under the shirt of the informant ♦ The receiving ^ni recording 
equipment was located in a Bureau car. The Agents in t^ig^c^ntainir"' 
the rec&SVing^and recording equipment were able to hear the informant 
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enter the subject's residence and to hear the conversation that ensued 
inside the "building between the informant and the subject. At the same 
time the recording device was recording the conversation on a plastic 
record. The reception on this occasion was fair although there were 
some noises that interfered with clear reception. However, the conver- 
sation could he overheard and the playback of the plastic record 
contained a complete and audible record of the entire conversation that 
took place between the informant and the subject. It is to be noted 
that on this occasion the power for the receiving and recording equipment 
was from a storage battery in the car, ?*^U\j 

On a subsequent occasion in this investigation this technical 
equipment was again utilized at which time the recording and receiving 
equipment was placed in an apartment on the fourth floor of an apartment 
building approximately fifty yards north of the residence in which the 
informant met the subject. On this occasion, the power for the receiving 
and recording equipment was furnished by the regular standard 110-volt 
power of the apartment house rather than from a storage battery as was 
the case when the equipment was in the car. The reception on this latter 
occasion was very clear and exceptionally good. The only interference 
was occasionally when the portable Bureau radio set in the apartment was 
used to communicate with Bureau Agents located in cars outside the building. 
When this Bureau portable set was used to broadcast to the other Agents 
a slight interference was noted in the receiving and recording equipment 
which was receiving the conversation between the informant and the subject. 

In the above instances the use of the equipment was furnished 
by the Taidaphone Company without charge to the Bureau for test and 
demonstration purposes. After a review of the recordings, obtained by 
utilizing playback equipment of the Vaidaphone Company at Los Angeles, 
the records were forwarded to the Bureau laboratory for examination, at 
which time the Laboratory advised that these records could not be played 
back on standard playback equipment and would be maintained until suit- 
able playback equipment was obtained and the records further examined. 
The results of this examination are not known to the writer nor is it 
known if the above equipment is available to the Laboratory at the 
present time. 

It is believed that from an investigative standpoint the use 
of such technical equipment presents tremendous possibilities. Its 
mobility and the fact that it can be placed into effect at a moment 
notice are also to be considered. 
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As stated above, it is recommended that arrangements "be made 
by the Laboratory whereby this equipment will "be furnished to the New 
York Field Division of the Bureau at the earliest possible moment to 
be used in connection with several above mentioned espionage investiga- 
tions presently being conducted by that Office* 

For your further information concerning the details and 
purposes of this technical equipment a copy of a letter from Joe E* 
Vaida t President of the Vaidaphone Company, is attached.

(2,3)The^high frequency receiver, combined with the reference re- 
corder, afford a very complete service of receiving and re- 
cording the transmissions from the powerful midget transmit- 
ter. The receiver is of the ultra high frequency wide band 
frequency modulated type. The recorder will record continu- 
ously on each side of a thin 12 inch plastic disc for either 
31 or 62 minutes. Recording is of the embossing constant 
groove speed type, insuring simple, foolproof operation and 
constant fidelity. Both units are mounted in portable car- 
rying cases and are designed to operate from standard 110 AC 
current, Sy use of the portable power supply equipment, they 
operate from the 6 volt heavy duty battery furnished.

In conclusion it may be said that the range of communication of 
this equipment varies between one block and five miles, depending upon 
the location of the equipment, the static level, and the obstructions 
between the units.

I am considerably concerned about the condition of the Bureau* s 
National Defense and Plant Informants. There seems to be, on the part 
of the field, a marked inability to distinguish between Confidential 
Informants and Sources of Information. The Confidential national Defense 
Informant files too often contain the names of individuals who are but 
Sources of Information. There also appears to be a condition of neglect 
of informants after they have been developed. In other words* the in- 
formants are not being recontacted by the agents and I am sure that you 
will appreciate the gravity of this situation. To develop an informant 
and then neglect him is a waste of time and effort. The frequency with 
which the field contacts informants must be determined by each individual 
case and no blanket regulation pertaining thereto can be laid down at the 
Seat of Government. The situation reflects a lack of proper Field Office 
administration and I wish you to devote particular emphasis to it. 

It is my opinion that the Confidential Informant files contain 
a large quantity of "de&disood" and I want this eliminated. I also desire 
that emphasis be placed on procuring the right types of individuals as 
Confidential Rational Defense Informants in the future. In other words, 
the emphasis should be on quality as well as on quantity. ^ e> 

I feel that we should continue to make discreet inaujrjes con- 
cerning individuals whoa we intend to use as Confidential^^ormants, with 

view to preventing the Bureau from being eabarrassed'-by ^is actions of 
Jieee individuals and in order to insure, insofar as it 21 fos#ble to do 
fee—that we obtain reliable information.

With regard to the plant Informants, you will remember that the 
program was undertaken in the stress of an emergency, and it was neeessaiy 
to have a wide coverage in a minimum amount of time, which has resulted in 
instances where the right type of individual was not procured, and it is 
my desire that we eliminate the "deadwood** in both this type of Informant 
and the Confidential National defense Informant. In your contacts with 
the field I wish that these points be emphasised. 

With regard to the specific instance to which you make reference 
in the Huntington, YJest Virginia, Office, I feel that, bearing all the 
facts and circumstances in mind* the agent went far enough in his in- 
vestigation, but this informant was very poorly handled by the Huntington 
Office after being developed, and your point is well taken that such 
situations exist too often. They reflect a lack of proper Field Office 
administration and must be corrected.

I don't feel that enough supervision is given to the 
wite-ups submitted by Field Offices on the above types of 
Informants* The Field Offices are instructed to submit the in- 
formation by letter* I have had an opportunity to review the mem- 
oranda submitted by the Buffalo Office and the Huntington Office . 
on the above types of Informants, and I find that in both instances 
the investigations are incomplete, and it appears that an effort 
is made on the part of the offices to submit just a large number 
of names, regardless of their value* In some instances I find that 
Informants are referred to our offices by some foreigner of either 
Russian or Italian extraction. An investigation is conducted of 
the person referred to the office, only a partial investigation in 
a majority of cases, yet there is nothing in the file that any 
character investigation of any kind was conducted of the one who 
referred the Informant to this office* 

I have a specific case in mind which I shall give you* 
There are many others, but I do not feel it is necessary to make 
this letter unduly long* The following is a copy of a memorandum 
in File 66-219;

It is noted in the first paragraph that the Agent states 
that this Informant was referred to him by N0HKA1T FERRA.RI, a Justice 
of the Peace of Vfeirton, .West Virginia. This Justice of the Peace is 
an Italian* I endeavored to check the index to secure a file on 
FERRARI but was unable to find any card index whatever in this office. 
I did find, however, that his name was misspelled, and a further check 
was made, but still without success. It is also noted that the Agents 
contact Ex-Agent BMGERT at the Weirton Steel Company on everyone in 
Weirton. He may or may not have a good file , but nevertheless a further 
investigation should be made in Vfeirton. It is also noted that this 
man came to this country in May 1921 and was not naturalized until 
January 6, 1941. He was previously employed in "Wheeling, 'West Vir- 
ginia, and Steubenville, Ohio, but no check was made of his credit 
record or at the Police Departments in those cities.

I wish to make reference to the letter of October 24, 
1941 from Inspector J. S. Egan concerning the development and 
supervision of Confidential National Defense Informants and Con- 
fidential Plant Informants* It appears that Inspector Egan is 
of the opinion that more thorough investigations should be con- 
ducted of Confidential National Defense and Confidential Plant 
Informants, and that in addition thereto, investigation should 
be conducted of the individuals who refer informants to the Bureau 
Offices. 

* • " To date there have been developed 15,247 informants in 2,445 
industrial plants. In addition, there are, afc the present time, 6,005 
Confidential National Defense Inf omants.^O^/J 

Bureau Bulletin No. 17, First Series 1941, dated May 15, 1941, 
requires the Field to conduct certain discreet inquiries in order to 
"determine the background and reliability of informants. This informa- 
tion is submitted to the Bureau in letter form. These letters are care- 
fully reviewed upon receipt in the Bureau- to ascertain if sufficient in- 
formation has been procured by the Field to determine the reliability of 
i>he informants. In addition to this, a name search is instituted in the 
Bureau files to ascertain if there is contained therein any derogatory 
information concerning the informants* j " 

It was never contemplated that cofe|ii8%B fj iinvestigations,* , such 
as are conducted of . applicants for , Bureau positions, should be instituted 
concerning Confidential National Defense and Confidential Plant Informants, i 
There appears to b£ no reason for conducting such an investigation. A ^ i / 
Bureau employee will be placed in a position of trust and will have accsB||^/, 
to confidential inf omatxon 1£i,',the Bureau files and will be cognizant or l W/, 
the Bureau f s activitifeq.. These ^tilings are not 'true of Confidential Infog^' 
mants, and therefore the 'investigation concerning Confidential Informant! 
need not be as thorough as those conducted of applicants for Bureau posittipns. 
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The necessity for guarding the identities of our Confidential 
Informants is very apparent, and it must be borne in mind that -wide- 
spread inquiries concerning them cannot help but tend to destroy the v 
secrecy which must surround the identity of Confidential informants. 
If this secrecy is destroyed, harm may result to the informant, and 
most certainly his usefulness mil be impaired* Further," if the in- 
formant becomes aware of inquiries concerning him, he may adopt an 
antagonistic attitude toward the Bureau. The idea in investigating ■ 
Bureau informants was to obtain as much information concerning their 
reliability as was reasonably possible in order to minimize the possi- 
bility of the Bureau being embarrassed by the actions of these individuals 
and in order to assure that the Bureau would obtain reliable information. 
To extend and prolong the investigation of informants as suggested by In- 
spector Egan would entail a tremendous expenditure of investigative time 
and personnel. In my opinion, the benefit to be derived would not be 
justified, and for this reason I am of the opinion that the type of in- 
vestigation desired by Mr. Egan is impractical at this time. Most cer- 
tainly it is out of the question to expect to conduct such a type of 
investigation with the present investigative personnel of the Bureau. 

It must be remembered that the development of Plant Informants 
was undertaken in the stress of an emergency. It was necessary for the 
Bureau to have a wide coverage in a minimum amount of time* The reasons 
for this are well-known to you* Naturally in such a large undertaking, 
executed with the speed required in this case, there have been isolated 
instances where the right type of individual was not procured. Every 
effort is being made to get rid of this "dead wood 11 and in communications 
to the Field, as well as in lectures to classes of new Agents and to In- 
service Schools, the importance of obtaining the services of informants 
who are in positions to furnish the Bureau with good information is em- 
phasized. 

Likewise the importance of distinguishing between Confidential 
Informants and sources of information and contacts is being constantly 
stressed. It is noted that Inspector Egan has noticed that in many in- 
stances the Field is not maintaining contact -with its informants. The 
importance of this is also being constantly emphasized by the Bureau and 
■will continue to be emphasized, both in Training Schools and in communi- 
cations issuing from the Bureau to the Field. 
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In this connection, however, it must be realized that the 
Bureau cannot lay down any blanket rules and regulations pertaining 
to the re-contact of informants* The matter of maintaining contact 
■with informants is very definitely a matter of Field Office admini- 
stration. The frequency of the contacts must be determined by each 
individual case* 

With regard to paid informants, the Bureau does, however, 
require that the Field periodically advise the Bureau concerning in- 
formation being furnished by such informants. 

In regard to the particular case to which Mr. Egan makes 
reference in the Huntington, West Virginia, Office, I am of the opinion 
that sufficient investigation was conducted. The Agent interviewed two 
officials of the Weirton Steel Company where the inf orsiant was employed 
at the time, and both gave him satisfactory reports concerning the in- 
formant. It must also be remembered that the infor mant h ad been con- 
stantly employed by the Weirton Steel Company since | | or in other 
words for a period of 15 years, which in itself is some xndication that 
he was not unreliable. 

After contacting these two officials, the Agent interviewed 
the informants immediate superior and received favorable information 
from him. He then made a check for a criminal record on the informant 
with negative results. The Agent then contacted the local credit agency 
where the Assistant Manager advised that she v/as personally acquainted 
with the informant and that she considered him to be patriotic and that 
he possessed a good reputation in the community. It also appears that 
the Agent personally interviewed the informant, was agreeably impressed 
with him, and procured considerable background information regarding the 
informant.

state, that in view of the relationship which was to exist between the 
Bureau and the informant, I am inclined to concur in the Agent's judgment. 
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With regard to Inspector Egan*s comments concerning the 
lack of any investigation pertaining to Norman Ferrari, Justice of 
the Peace at Tfeirton, West Virginia, -who referred the informant to 
the investigating Agent, it must be remembered that in spite of the 
fact that this man possesses an Italian name, he is a judicial officer 
and is undoubtedly an American citizen or else, in all probability, 
he could not hold the position -which he occupies* For us to embark 
upon a program of investigating every individual referring a possible 
Confidential Informant to us, would necessitate a considerable increase 
in our investigative personnel which would not seem to be justified by 
the results to be obtained* 

The lack of an index card on Ferrari in the Huntington Field 
Office, and the fact that the Huntington Field Office attempted to ob- 
tain information concerning the Lega Abbruzzese di Mituo Succorso from 
local law enforcement officials when the informant apparently had the 
inf ormation and had volunteered to furnish it, does not, in my opinion, 
indicate a lack of proper supervision of informants on the part of the 
Seat of Government, but rather it indicates a deficiency in Field Office 
adminis tration. 

Supervision at the Seat of Government would not disclose these 
administrative deficiencies noted by Inspector Egan to exist in this 
connection in the Huntington Field Office.*

This instruction was in the form of* a notation made on a memorandum 
submitted by Supervisor T. J. Scott , dated November 21, 1941, directed 
to Assistant Director W# R. Glavin, relative to the number of regular- 
ly paid informants being authorized by the Bureau* 

In this connection, you will be interested in the procedure which 
has been in effect in the Plant Survey and Sabotage Section for some 
time. I believe that if properly adhered to, this method ofJLsuper- 
vision will afford adequate supervision of the paid informant's! tuati on 
TnTHST field. 

Briefly outlined, the procedure is as follows: A field office 
contacts an individual who it believes would make a valuable confidential 
informant. The name of this informant, together with his background 
and brief personal history, must be submitted to the Bureau, as well as 
an outline of' the type of information which it is expected he will be 
able to furnish to the office. This information is closely scrutinized, 
and if from his personal background it appears he may be in a position 
to furnish the information in accordance with the opinion expressed by 
the Special Agent in Charge, authority to pay him is granted. First,

In questionable cases, a consultation is held with the National 
Defense Supervisor who has had the supervision of most of the cases 
in which the informant in question has furnished' information. If we 
then feel that the judgment of the Special Agent in Charge is sound, 
further authorization is' granted for another definite period of time, 
usually three months, as in the first instance. This procedure is 
repeated throughout the duration of the informant's employment, and 
thus a continuous running check is maintained at the Seat of Govern- 
ment concerning his value, the amount paid to him, and the information 
which he is furnishing. 

The Special Agent in Charge is required to immediately advise the 
Bureau of any circumstances which may arise which in any way affect the 
status of any particular informant; Should the informant's position 
change so that his value diminishes, -the Special Agent in Charge is 
required to advise the Bureau fully and make another- recommendation 
for a decreased remuneration. Of course, the reverse of this is also 
true. If the informant appears entitled to increased payments due to 
new circumstances, the Bureau must likewise be notified.

The Special Ageni_in Charge at New Orleans recommended that her salary 
be increased to | | per month, effective November 30, 1941* and this 
request was granted by the Bureau for a period of three months, in view 
of the increased value to the New Orleans office of this informant, as.

While the procedure followed in the Plant Survey and Sabotage 
Section has afforded adequate supervision for informants, it should be 
pointed out that it is absolutely essential that all matters of this 
nature be handled by my office or cleared through the Plant Survey and 
Sabotage Section if the procedure is to continue to be effective ♦ 

I should like to take this opportunity also to call to your at- 
tention the inadvisability of granting authorization to the various 
field offices to pay confidential informants for an indefinite period 
of time. This has been done by Bureau officials and Supervisors in 
the past» It is obvious that where authorization is granted for an 
indefinite period of time, the Bureau loses all contacts with the pay- 
ments which are being made to the informant, and it is all too .easy 
for the Bureau to entirely lose track of such informants • We then' 
become entirely dependent upon the judgment of the Special Agent in 
Charge • Since the procedure that is normally followed only requires 
the writing of four letters a year to the Bureau, it does not seem to 
be an unreasonable request or an unreasonable burden upon the field, 
yet it affords us at the Seat of Government a current picture of 
informant situation.

At the present time all reports from confidential 
informants are filed in separate files relating to the 
confidential informants. As the result of this policy 
considerable information *bich is pertinent to current inves- 
tigations is not available in the case file but smst be located 
at the Bureau through a check of the indices. Dae to the 
large volxzae of material received , 1% is impractical for the 
Supervisor reviewing it to check all references on every report. 
It frequently happens that the Supervisor reviewing reports from 
confidential informants is not ssare of the fact that infor- 
mation submitted is pertinent to a ponding investigation. 
Consequently * the reports are not routed to the Supervisor 
handling pending cases about which the infonaant eubaitifced 
information. 

If the material is properly routed to the Supervisor 
handling the related case, he frequently most require that 
copies of the informant's report be prepared in order that they 
may be placed In the case file for future reference. 

It is believed that duplicate copies of reports from 
confidential informants could be filed in the case file and 
that arrangements could easily be made by the field offices to 
have paid confidential informants submit an extra copy of their 
reports to be submitted to the Bureau, 

Th& attached letter to all Special Agents in Charge 
is designed to reaedy this situation.

Both of 
them travel a great deal by plane and (otherwise in connection 
with their work and have remarkably comprehensive opportunities 
for observation, at points distant from Chattanooga especially.

I realise that the internment oanps are under the jurisdiction of 
tt*o £ar Department and that such a progran *ould aeceaeiirily have to receive 
lte approval* Id the event the procreaa koto considered advieable end approved 
by the liar Departcsmt, t»o probloxa? sroaid have to be overeat. Pirot, eith 
reepeot to placing to inforennt in a particular cinp, ouch action would have 
to be affected in auoh a Banner so aa not to arouse any doubt on the part 
of the internees aa to the loforaaat'a actual etatue aa an internee. It 
la believed that thia could bo overcome by having the Informant delivered to 
the custody of the appropriate representative of the Car Department by 
representative of the Indsration and Uaturali&atlon Service* Second, after 
an Informant were eucceeafully placed in an intertusant canp, the quootion 
would arlee aa to tbo sannor in which the iaf oraatlon could be obtained f roa 
bias- Obviously, if the caop were vieitod at frequent intervale by a Bureau 
Agent* even though aore than one internee including the informant internee 
were interviewed, the ouaplcione of the interaeee' would probably be aroused. 
Consequently, it oigbt be considered adviaabla to arrange for the appointment 
of a Bureau Agent as a Security off icer at the crap, as a reoult of cfcich

The "writer ms telephonically contacted by R^ber^Saggett, who 
claimed that he -was employed by the Western Union Company/washington, M is S B Ca hm_ 
D* C*, and resided at 4921 Georgia Avenue, Apartment 308, Washington, MISS Gandy ~ 
D* C* He advised that he was furnishing the contents of a telegram which 
he believed was of a suspicious nature but did not want his name used in : 
any subsequent investigation as he would lose his job if the Western Union 
officials knew that he was giving out the contents of a telegram* 

Mr* Baggett stated on May 11, 1942, approximately one-half hour prior 
x Jjo Jais telephone call, the following Western Iftiion telegram was sent to Arthur 
J^GaSlej^tearson-Hamill and Company, 208 South Iasalle Street, Chicago, Illinois; 

"Review of results last few months clearly indicates- need for immediate 
action production costs* Sufficient time has elapsed to warrant action* 
Hope you can ^f f ect substantial reduction effective f if teenth this month* 
(Signed) M. DJ^Safanie, 3120 28th Street, N* W*, Washington, D* C*« 



Mr* Baggett did not state why he believed the above telegram ms sus- 
picious but furnished it to the Bureau for its information* 

A review of the Bureau files does not reflect any reference to Baggettj 
Cablej Shearson, Bamill and Companyj or M* D. Safanie* A review of the Washington 
City and Telephone Directories does not reflect the name of M. D* Safanie and it 
does not reflect such an address as 3120 28th Street, N. W*

T Mr. Holtzman stated that in his opinion attention 
could be given to the matter of having one-shot leads and special leads in im- 
portant investigations handled by letter rather than by setting out undeveloped 
leads in lengthy j reports. He stated that some important and involved espionage 
case in New York might ,require the checking of an address in Oklahoma City, 
merelv for the purpose of verifying that such an address existed or that a certain 
Individual resided at the address, and that inTll probability it would not be 
desired that the Oklahoma City office conduct active investigation except to 
establish such verification, yet, under the present practice, frequently the 
Oklahoma City office will be given a 200-page report with such a one-shot lead 
attached: that the information in the report would be of no interest to the field 
office having such a one-shot lead, but would contain hundreds of names to be 
indexed, besides the waste of paper entailed in preparing extra copies of the 
report. It was pointed out to Mr. Holtzman that the Bureau has attempted to 
take care of this situation in the past and has authorized leads of this kind to 
be requested andlhandled by letter, teletype, or telephone;.; that, ordinarily, 
such a lead to establish a verification, etc., certainly should not await the 
typing of a long; involved report in an important espionage case; that the matter 
should be handled by teletype, telephone, or possibly by letter

After considering this project the writer is of the 
opinion that the value to be derived therefrom would not be 
commensurate with a large expenditure of time and investigative 
personnel necessary to properly develop the project. 

Action: 

It is suggested that Messrs Kramer and Kimball be 
requested to consider this matter to determine if they feel that 
it would be of sufficient benefit to either espionage or internal 
security investigations to warrant its initiation.
